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ANNUAL  REFORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 


Hun.  William  C.  Spronl,  Governor  of  Pennsylvania. 

Sir: — We,  the  Trustees  of  the  Western  State  Hospital  for  Insane,  pre- 
sent our  First  Annual  Report  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  May  31,  1920. 

The  first  steps  toward  the  development  of  this  hospital  was  an  Act  of 
the  State  Legislature,  approved  June  18,  1915,  by  Hon.  Martin  G.  Brum- 
baugh, Governor.  This  Act  provided  for  the  appointment  of  a Building 
Commission  of  five  citizens  of  Pennsylvania  and  outlined  their  duties.

The  Commission  promptly  organized  and  proceeded  with  the  business 
of  selecting  a site  suitable  for  the  hospital.  After  inspecting  several  tracts 
of  land,  a selection  was  made  in  Derry  Township,  Westmoreland  County, 
that  seemed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Act  and  be  an  ideal  location 
for  such  a hospital.  The  land  first  purchased  amounted  to  less  than  300 
acres,  but  options  were  secured  on  adjoining  tracts  that  were  later  pur- 
chased, in  all  amounting  to  about  1,400  acres  of  farm  land,  and  about  1,600 
acres  of  mountain  land  has  been  optioned  for  water  shed.  This  water  shed 
has  two  never  failing  streams  of  pure  water  (Hamnett  and  Shirey  Runs), 
either  of  which,  as  reported,  will  supply  water  for  5.000  to  6,000  patients 
even  in  the  dryest  season.  The  farm  lands  have  fifteen  farm  dwellings 
and  six  barns,  a fine  brick  plant,  in  which  we  can  produce  all  the  brick 
and  tile  we  shall  need  for  the  hospital  construction,  a lime  stone  quarry 
to  supply  a quality  of  stone  suitable  for  building  or  agricultural  purposes. 
This  land  is  also  underlaid  with  Westmoreland  County  coal.  After  careful 
examination  by  a representative  of  State  College  it  is  reported  that  the 
farm  land  soil  is  of  good  quality  for  farming  and  trucking  purposes.  Farm 
machinery  has  been  purchased  and  active  farming  operation  commenced. 
The  Commission  continued  active  in  the  duties  laid  down  in  the  Act,  acquir- 
ing land,  remodeling  and  repairing  buildings  on  the  property.  The  death 
of  Chairman  Francis  J.  Torrance  in  January,  1919,  was  a great  loss  to  the 
Commission,  but  even  a greater  loss  to  all  charitable  work  in  the  State 
with  which  he  was  in  close  touch  and  sympathy. 

Samuel  S.  Reighard  was  elected  Chairman  to  fill  the  vacancy  and  John 
M.  Jamison  was  then  appointed  to  the  Commission.  The  personnel  of  the 
Commission  remained  unchanged  until  it  was  abolished  by  an  Act  approved 
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by  Hon.  William  C.  Sproul,  Governor,  July  8,  1919.  This  Act  also  provided 
for  the  appointment  of  a Board  of  Trustees,  nine  in  number,  with  wider 
powers  than  that  given  the  Building  Commission.  To  this  Board  the  fol- 
lowing appointments  were  made:

By-laws  for  the  Board  were  prepared  and  approved,  regular  monthly 
meetings,  and  such  other  meetings  as  necessary,  have  been  held  to  transact 
the  business  of  the  hospital.  C.  R.  McKinniss,  M.D.,  was  elected  Superin- 
tendent and  the  services  of  Architect  Frank  McC.  Crooks  secured. 

The  Board  feels  keenly  the  great  responsibility  placed  upon  us  and  also 
appreciate  the  honor  to  serve  the  State  in  this  capacity.  We  present  with 
this  report  the  report  of  the  Superintendent.

Gentlemen  : — In  accord  with  the  By-laws  of  this  Board  I respectfully 
submit  the  First  Annual  Report  of  the  Western  State  Hospital  for  Insane, 
for  the  year  ending  May  31,  1920.  My  connection  with  the  Hospital  dates 
from  November  1,  1919,  when  I took  up  the  duties  of  Superintendent,  and 
most  of  this  report  concerns  the  hospital  activities  from  that  date  to  May 
31,  1920,  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.  To  properly  explain  these  activities  it 
is  necessary  to  refer  to  certain  Acts  of  our  State  Legislature,  with  which 
you  are  familiar,  namely: 

An  Act  approved  June  18,  1915,  entitled  “An  Act  to  provide  for  the  selec- 
tion of  a site  and  erection  of  buildings  for  a State  Hospital  for  the  Insane, 
to  be  erected  west  of  the  Allegheny  Mountains  and  be  known  as  the  West- 
ern State  Hospital,  etc.” 

The  Act  approved  July  6,  1917,  entitled  “An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  en- 
titled, etc. 

The  Act  approved  July  8,  1919,  P.  L.  774,  entitled  “An  Act  to  amend 
Section  Eight  of  an  Act  entitled,  etc.” 

In  accord  with  these  several  Acts,  the  Appropriation  Acts  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  this  Board  ceitain  sums  to  be  used  for  a definite  purpose  out- 
lined in  the  Acts. 


The  Act  of  1915  provides $ 40,000.00 

The  Act  of  1917  provides 400,000.00

The  official  opening  of  the  hospital  was  held  November  25,  1919,  with 
about  fifty  guests  present.  The  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  State  Board  of  Public  Charities  were  unable  to  attend,  but 
the  Secretary  of  the  Committee  on  Lunacy  of  the  State  Board  of  Chari- 
ties and  other  officials  interested  in  the  charitable  work  of  the  State  spoke 
of  the  conception,  creation  and  hopes  of  the  Western  State  Hospital. 

Preparation  for  the  reception  of  patients  was  pushed  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  On  December  12,  1919,  the  first  five  patients  were  admitted  on 
an  order  of  transfer  by  the  Committee  on  Lunacy  from  the  Danville  Hos- 
pital, Danville,  Pa.,  and  on  December  17,  1919,  fifty  men  patients  were 
admitted  in  the  same  manner  from  Dixmont  Hospital,  Dixmont,  Pa.  Later 
admissions  "were  fifteen  men  patients  from  Danville  State  Hospital,  March 
1,  1920,  and  fifty  men  patients  from  Dixmont  Hospital,  April  1,  1920. 
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The  building  in  which  the  patients  were  received  is  the  remodeled 
dairy  barn  which  is  conveniently  arranged  for  housing  about  one  hundred 
and  seventy-five  quiet  patients.  In  selecting  patients  for  transfer  to  this 
hospital  an  effort  was  made  to  get  a quiet,  able-bodied  class  that  could 
be  cared  for  in  the  quarters  provided  and  also  that  they  might  be  of 
assistance  in  the  construction  and  farm  work  of  the  hospital. 

CHANGES  IN  POPULATION 

Of  the  120  patients  admitted.  111  remain  in  the  hospital  May  31,  1920. 
Of  the  nine  who  have  left  the  hospital,  three  died,  three  have  sufficiently 
improved  to  be  paroled  and  are  now  at  home  with  their  families  and  do- 
ing well.  Three  patients  escaped  and  have  not  been  returned  to  the  hos- 
pital. One  of  these  has  written  to  us  several  times  from  a neighboring 
state.  The  general  type  ana  condition  of  the  patients  sent  to  us  has  been, 
we  presume,  all  that  could  be  expected  and  the  work  of  moulding  them 
into  groups  of  fairly  efficient  workers  has  been  an  interesting  problem. 
It  has  required  tact  and  patience  to  bring  this  about,  and  I take  this  oppor- 
tunity of  expressing  my  appreciation  for  the  faithful  efforts  of  those  em- 
ployees who  have  contributed  so  much  to  this  end.  Occupational  therapy 
or  industrial  employment  of  the  patient  sick  in  mind,  offers  one  of  the 
best  means  for  mental  restoration,  and  if  not  restoration,  then  improve- 
ment both  in  body  and  mind,  and  advances  the  economic  treatment  and 
caie  by  the  State.  Some  of  you  have  seen  the  change  in  the  patients  here 
from  a rather  unpromising  lot  to  groups  of  men  who  are  doing  such  work 
as  shoveling,  wheeling  and  garden  work  in  a fairly  satisfactory  manner. 
The  hospital  idea  for  the  chronic  insane  is  to  take  the  patient  material 
sent  to  us  and  by  patient  effort  bring  each  man  to  a condition  where  he 
will  approach  as  nearly  as  possible  his  normal  state  and  contribute  some- 
thing toward  his  own  maintenance.  To  see  an  attendant  spend  hours  and 
perhaps  days  in  teaching  a dull  patient  to  wheel  a barrow,  or  pick  stones 
in  a proper  manner,  may  seem  like  a waste  of  time  and  energy,  but  if 
the  end  result  is  a patient  improved  in  body  and  mind  and  a more  efficient 
worker,  the  time  has  been  well  spent.  The  work  being  done  by  our 
patients,  the  aveiage  gain  in  weight  of  two  pounds  per  patient,  and  the 
improved  conduct  behavior  will  support  this  belief. 

On  one  of  the  properties  acquired  by  the  State  is  the  brick  yard  in 
which  operations  had  ceased  in  July,  1818,  and  it  was  much  in  need  of 
repairs  if  it  was  to  be  of  any  use  to  the  hospital.  The  work  of  repair- 
ing and  overhauling  was  started  December  22,  1919,  and  the  manufacture 
of  brick  commenced  March  31,  1920.  The  plant  is  now  in  good  running 
order  and  the  following  is  a statement  of  the  cost  of  repairs  and  operation 
up  to  the  end  of  the  year.

At  a meeting  of  the  Board,  December  30,  1919,  sketches  for  Colony 
Building  No.  1 submitted  by  Architect  Frank  McCrooks  were  received  and 
approved.  The  plans  were  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Public  Chari- 
ties and  signed  April  7,  1920.  The  excavating  work  was  started  April  1, 
1920,  at  the  site  selected  on  the  Neill  farm.  Much  stone  was  encountered 
requiring  blasting,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  excavating  for  the  west 
wing  had  been  completed. 

Members  of  the  Board  have  visited  the  Homeopathic  State  Hospital 
at  Allentown,  Pa.,  the  State  Hospital  at  Norristown,  and  the  Massillon 
State  Hospital  at  Massillon,  Ohio,  and  plans  are  being  formulated  for  the 
future  building  of  this  hospital. 

A progressive  farm  program  is  being  pushed  as  rapidly  as  conditions 
will  permit  as  approved  by  this  Board  at  a former  meeting.  An  inventory 
of  the  live  stock  on  May  31,  1920,  is  as  follows:

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  selection  of  a site  and  the  erec- 
tion of  buildings  for  a State  Hospital  for  the  In- 
sane, to  be  erected  west  of  the  Allegheny 
Mountains,  and  to  be  known  as  the  Western  State 
Hospital  for  the  Insane;  providing  for  the  manage- 
ment of  the  same,  and  making  an  appropriation 
for  the  purchase  of  the  said  site  and  the  prepara- 
tion of  plans  for  the  construction  of  buildings  for 
the  said  hospital. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  immediately 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  Governor  shall 
appoint  a board,  consisting  of  five  citizens  of  Penn- 
sylvania, which  shall  be  known  as  the  Building  Com- 
mission of  the  Western  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane. 
The  said  commission  shall  organize  within  thirty 
days  after  its  appointment,  by  the  election  from  its 
members  of  a chairman  and  treasurer.  The  mem- 
bers shall  receive  no  compensation,  but  shall  be 
allowed  expenses  actually  and  necessarily  incurred. 
The  said  commission  shall  select  and  purchase  a 
site  within  the  Commonwealth,  west  of  the  Alle- 
gheny Mountains,  reasonably  near  a railroad,  • and 
containing  not  more  than  five  hundred  acres,  upon 
which  shall  be  erected  the  buildings  for  the  West- 
ern State  Hospital  for  the  Insane.  The  cost  of  said 
site  shall  not  exceed  fifty  thousand  ($50,000.00) 
dollars.  The  said  commission  shall  cause  to  be  pre- 
pared plans  and  specifications  for  said  hospital, 
which  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Charities.  Part  of  the  acreage  purchased 
shall  contain  a source  of  potable  water,  and  shall 
be  arable  land  or  land  capable  of  being  made  arable, 
so  that,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  food  for  the  in- 
mates of  said  hospital  may  be  produced  on  said 
land. 

When  the  site  so  selected  and  the  cost  thereof 
shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Chari- 
ties, and  the  title  to  such  land  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Attorney  General,  said  land  shall  be  pur- 
chased in  fee  by  the  commission,  in  the  name  of 
the  Commonwealth.

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The  plans  and  specifications  shall  provide  for 
buildings  capable  of  accommodating  at  least  one 
tl  ousand  patients,  and  in  such  manner  that  addi- 
tional accommodations  may  be  provided  without 
additional  cost,  from  time  to  time,  as  appropriations 
for  such  purposes  may  be  made. 

Sec.  2.  In  the  construction  of  said  buildings  or 
the  improvement  of  said  site,  no  contract  involving 
an  expenditure  of  more  than  five  hundred  ($500.00) 
dollars  shall  be  made  unless  the  same  be  duly  ad- 
vertised and  competitive  bids  thereon  received.  All 
contracts  shall  be  made  by  the  said  commission. 

Sec.  3.  When  the  General  Assembly  shall  make 
an  appropriation  for  the  construction  of  the  build- 
ings for  said  Western  State  Hospital  lor  the  Insane, 
the  said  commission  shall  appoint  a Superintendent 
of  Construction,  for  the  construction  of  the  build- 
ings for  said  hospital;  and  may  employ  such  other 
persons  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  secure  the 
speedy  and  economical  construction  of  the  buildings 
of  said  hospital,  and  the  improvement  of  the  said 
site,  at  such  compensation  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
commission. 

Sec.  4.  Upon  the  execution  of  any  contract  the 
said  commission  shall  furnish  to  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral certified  copies  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  All  contracts  for  the  equipment  of  the 
buildings  for  said  hospital  shall  be  entered  into  onlv 
after  competitive  bidding,  and  upon  the  contractoi 
executing  a bond  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania in  an  amount,  and  with  surety  or  sureties, 
to  be  approved  by  the  said  commission,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  terms  of  the 
contract. 

Sec.  6.  All  payments  made  on  the  account  of  the 
purchase  of  land,  or  on  the  account  of  the  contract 
lor  the  erection  of  said  buildings,  shall  be  by  war- 
rants drawn  by  the  Auditor  General  on  the  State 
Treasurer;  but  no  warrant  shall  be  drawn  until  the 
said  commission,  or  a majority  thereof,  shall  have 
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certified  to  the  Auditor  General  in  writing  that  the 
land  purchased  complies  with  the  requirements  of 
this  act,  that  the  terms  of  the  contract  have  been 
fully  complied  with,  and  that  the  work  for  which 
payment  is  to  be  made  by  the  warrant  has  been 
formally  approved  and  accepted  by  the  said  com- 
mission, or  a majority  thereof.  No  work  done  in 
the  pursuance  of  any  contract  shall  be  approved 
and  accepted  until  a majority  of  the  members  of 
the  said  commission  shall  have  personally  inspected 
the  work.  Payments  shall  be  made,  for  the  expense 
of  construction,  maintenance,  or  any  other  purpose, 
only  by  warrants  similarly  drawn  and  certified  to. 

Sec.  7.  To  provide  for  the  purchase  and  improve- 
ment of  the  site  for  the  Western  State  Hospital  for 
the  Insane,  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifi- 
cations for  the  building  of  said  hospital,  and  the 
traveling  and  incidental  expenses  of  the  commis- 
sion, the  sum  of  forty  thousand  ($40,000  00)  dollars, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby 
specifically  appropriated. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  General  Assembly  shall  have 
made  sufficient  appropriations  for  that  purpose,  and 
when  the  buildings  for  the  Western  State  Hospital 
for  the  Insane  are  sufficiently  constructed  and  fur- 
nished to  accommodate  five  hundred  patients,  the 
said  commission  shall  surrender  its  control  over  said 
hospital  and  buildings  to  a board  of  nine  (9)  trus- 
tees, who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  Dy 
and  with  the  advice  of  the  Senate.  The  said  Board 
of  Trustees  shall  be  a body  corporate,  and  shall 
be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Western 
State  Hospital  for  the  Insane.  The  members  of  the 
raid  board  shall  serve  without  compensation,  but 
rhall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses  incurred  by  them 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

Sec.  9.  Of  the  trustees  first  appointed,  three  shall 
serve  for  one  year,  three  for  two  years,  and  three 
for  three  years.  At  the  expiration  of  the  respective 
periods  the  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  Gov- 
ernor by  appointment  for  three  years.  Should  any 
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vacancy  occur  by  the  death,  resignation  or  inca- 
pacity of  any  trustee,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  appointmtnt  for  the  unexpired  term  of  such  trus- 
tee. The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  manage  and  direct 
the  affairs  of  the  said  hospital,  and  make  all  neces- 
sary by-laws  and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  Commonv/ealth. 

Sec.  10.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  appoint  a 
competent  and  skilled  physician,  of  special  training 
and  experience  in  the  treatment  of  the  insane,  who 
shall  be  superintendent  for  the  said  Western  State 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  and  shall  have  charge,  super- 
vision and  direction  of  the  hospital.  The  said  board 
shall  appoint  such  and  so  many  assistants,  attend- 
ants and  other  employes  as  they  deem  necessary, 
and  may  remove  the  same  from  time  to  time.  They 
shall  fix  the  salaries  and  compensation  of  all  the 
officers  and  employes  of  the  hospital. 

Sec.  11.  The  laws  now  in  force  relating  to  the 
maintenance  and  support  of  the  indigent  insane  in 
the  State  hospitals  for  the  insane,  and  the  payment 
of  the  expenses  thereof,  shall  apply  to  the  Western 
State  Hospital  for  the  Insane. 
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Sec.  12.  The  said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  make, 
under  oath  by  their  president  or  treasurer,  a quar- 
terly report  to  the  Auditor  General  and  to  the  State 
Board  of  Public  Charities,  containing  an  itemized 
statement  of  the  expenses  of  the  hospital  during 
the  previous  quarter.  Unless  such  itemized  report 
ii  made  and  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Public 
Charities,  the  Auditor  General  and  the  State  Treas- 
uier,  the  State  Treasurer  shall  not  pay  any  money 
to  said  institution  until  such  report  is  made  and 
an  roved,  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  13.  Whenever  said  hospital  shall  have  suffi- 
cient accommodations  for  the  proper  care  of  a larger 
number  of  insane  patients  than  have  been  com- 
mitted to  it,  the  Committee  on  Lunacy  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Charities  may  transfer  to  said  hospital 
patients  from  any  other  State  hospital  for  the  in- 
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sane.  The  expense  of  such  transfers  shall  be  paid 
from  the  appropriation  for  the  care  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  indigent  insane. 

Sec.  14.  The  Governor,  the  judges  of  the  several 
courts  of  record  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  members 
of  the  Legislature,  and  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Charities,  shall  be  ex-officio  visitors  of 
the  hospital.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  Section  Eight 
of  an  act  entitled  “An  act  to  provide  for  the  selec- 
tion of  a site  and  the  erection  of  buildings  for  a 
State  Hojpital  for  the  Insane,  to  be  erected  west 
of  the  Allegheny  Mountains,  and  to  be  known  as 
the  Western  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane;  provid- 
ing for  the  management  of  the  same,  and  making 
an  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  the  said  site 
and  the  preparation  of  plans  for  the  erection  of 
buildings  for  the  said  hospital,”  approved  the  eigh- 
teenth day  of  June,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  fifteen  (Pamphlet  Laws  one  thousand  and 
fifty-five),  which  reads  as  follows: 

“Sec.  8.  When  the  General  Assembly  has  made 
sufficient  appropriations  for  that  purpose,  and  when 
the  buildings  for  the  Western  State  Hospital  for  the 
Insane  are  sufficiently  constructed  and  furnished  to 
accommodate  five  hundred  patients,  the  said  commis- 
sion shall  surrender  its  control  over  the  said  hos- 
pital and  buildings  to  a board  of  nine  (9)  trustees, 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  the  Senate.  The  said  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  be  a body  corporate,  and  shall  be 
known  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Western  State 
Hospital  for  the  Insane.  The  members  of  the  board 
shall  serve  without  compensation,  but  shall  be  reim- 
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bursed  for  expenses  incurred  by  them  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties,”  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  8.  Immediately  upon  the  passage  of  this  act, 
the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  a board  of  nine 
(9)  trustees,  who,  in  addition  to  the  powers  herein- 
after conferred,  shall  have  power  to  purchase  any 
additional  lands  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
administration  of  said  hospital,  and  shall  have  and 
possess  all  the  powers  hereinbefore  conferred  upon 
the  building  commission  of  said  hospital,  which 
commission  is  hereby  abolished.  The  said  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  be  a body  corporate,  and  shall  be 
known  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Western  State 
Hospital  for  the  Insane.  The  members  of  the  said 
board  shall  serve  without  compensation,  but  shall 
be  reimbursed  for  expenses  incurred  by  them  In 
the  performance  of  their  duties.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  the  title  of 
an  act,  entitled  “An  act  to  provide  for  the  selection 
of  a site  and  the  erection  of  buildings  for  a State 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  to  be  erected  west  of  the 
Allegheny  Mountains,  and  to  be  known  as  the  West- 
ern State  Hospital  for  the  Insane;  pioviding  for  the 
management  of  the  same,  and  making  an  appro- 
priation ior  the  purchase  of  said  site  and  the  prepa- 
ration of  plans  for  the  buildings  of  the  said  hos- 
pilal,'’  approved  the  eighteenth  day  of  June,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  fifteen  (Pamphlet  Laws,  page 
ten  hundred  fifty-five),  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  go  as  to  read  as  follows:

Whenever  said  hospital  shall  have 
sufficient  accommodations  tor  the  proper  care  of  a 
larger  number  of  insane  patients  than  have  been 
committed  to  it,  the  Committee  on  Lunacy  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Charities  may  transfer  to  said  hos- 
pital patients  from  any  other  State  hospital  for  the 
insane.  The  expense  of  such  transfers  shall  be  paid 
from  the  appropriation  for  the  care  and  maintenance 
of  the  indigent  insane,’’  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  13.  There  shall  be  received,  maintained, 
treated,  and  cared  for  at  the  said  Western  State 
Hospital  for  the  Insane  such  patients  as  shall  be 
transferred  thereto,  by  the  Committee  on  Lunacy  of 
the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  from  other  institu- 
tions for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane,  under 
the  provisions  of  existing  law,  and  no  other  parties 
shall  be  received  or  treated  thereat.  The  expense 
of  such  transfer  shall  be  paid  from  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  indigent 
insane.
